Specification 



1 . The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 



2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1 ) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the' United 



States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

3. Claims 1-19 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Pertrushin 
(6480826) . 

As per claims 1,11,12, Pertrushin (6480826) teaches: 

"a computerized method inquiries" as database of human emotions associated 

with voice (fig. 6, subblock 600); 

"prompting. . ..personality" as receiving voice signals (Fig. 6 5 subblock 602);

"detecting. . ..inquiry. . ..personality's voice" as voice extraction, selecting an 
associated emotion, and outputting the emotion (Fig. 6, subblocks 604-610). 

As per claim 2, Pertrushin (6480826) teaches third party calling via a 
telecommunications network (col. 1 lines 46-53). 

As per claims 3-7, Pertrushin (6480826) teaches using the system over a 
telecommunications network, and especially for remote telecommunications (col. 1 lines 
40-53), including the use of local storage/memory (col. 2 line 61 - col. 3 line 14). 

As per claim 8, Pertrushin (6480826) teaches: 

"means inquiries" as database of human emotions associated with voice (fig. 

6, subblock 600); 

"means. . .detecting. . .personality" as receiving voice signals (Fig. 6, subblock 



"means. . .interpreting. . ..inquiry. . ..accessing. . .transmitting. . .user" as voice 
extraction, selecting an associated emotion, and outputting the emotion (Fig. 6, subblocks 



602); 



604-610). 



As per claim 9, Pertrushin (6480826) teaches: 

"means.... database" as comparing to stored responses (col. 3 lines 49-65); 
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"means for storing. . ..voice responses. . ..inquiry" as storing evaluator statistics 

and using theses statistics to determine emotions (col 4 lines 15-63). 

"means for transmitting. . ..user 5 ' as presenting to the user (Fig. 4, subblock 610) 

As per claim 10, Pertrushin (6480826) teaches creating a database wherein the 
question are asked from focus groups to extract speech information according to 
emotions, storing these as samples, and using the samples for future emotional 
recognition (Col. 3 lines 30-52; col. 4 lines 40-65) 

As per claims 13-19 Pertrushin (6480826) teaches transmission of the 
information, including the user selecting the emotion/personality (col. 4 lines 11-16).
